Owens will face Bob Bennett for Utah’s open Senate 


GOP primary close; 
Demos predictable

The Republican primary race for 
the U.S. Senate was a nail biter, 
but Bob Bennett came out the win- 
ner over Joe Cannon. On the 
Democratic side, Wayne Owens 
earned a convincing victory over 
Doug Anderson. 

Pollster Dan Jones made the call 
on the Republican race at mid- 
night, with Bennett leading 
Cannon 51 percent to 49 percent 
with 89 percent of precincts report- 
ing. Salt Lake Tribune staffers pro- 
jected Bennett the winner at about 
11:25 p.m. as votes in Salt Lake 
County were being counted manu- 
ally due to computer problems. 

Bennett made a statement on 
KSL-TV at about midnight, but 
Cannon refused to concede until 
100 percent of the votes were 
counted. 

Dan Jones declared Owens the 
winner of the Democratic primary 
at about 11:15 p.m. with Owens 
leading 61 percent to 39 percent. 
Anderson conceded at that time, 
pledging his support to Owens in 
the general election and urging his 
supporters to do the same. 

“We hope you will follow Doug’s 
advice,” Owens said to Anderson 
supporters on KSL. Owens remind- 
ed voters that it has been 22 years 
since a Democrat has represented 
Utah in the Senate. 

Cannon was teary-eyed and 
choked up when he conceded, 
telling his supporters, “I’m sorry if 


I let you down. 

“We ran a clean campaign,” 
Cannon said. “Tomorrow I can go 
to the supermarket and feel good 
about myself. We’ll support 
Bennett in the campaign.” 

Some of Cannon’s supporters, 
however, said they were unwilling 
to join him in his support, saying 
they would rather cross party lines 
than vote for Bennett. 

Bennett made an eight-minute 
acceptance speech at about 12:20 
a.m., briefly thanking supporters 
and saying what a miracle it was 
that the campaign had been able to 
put a victory together in about 90 
days. 

Bennett attributed his victory to 
his TV ads, which he considered 
the most effective part of his cam- 
paign. He believed his control over 
the choreography, content and nar- 
ration of the commercials was what 
made them successful. 

He also cited his campaign orga- 
nization and the public’s reaction 
to Cannon’s campaign spending as 
reasons for his success. 

Utah has been “offended” at the 
“grotesque” amount of money spent 
by the Senate candidates in both 
the Republican and Democratic 
parties, Bennett said. 

Bennett said the only reason he 
spent so much was that Cannon 
was spending so much. Still, 
Bennett spent $1.7 million to 
Cannon’s $4.1 million. 

“The lesson we learn is the voters 
will reject what they see as an 
attempt to buy the office,” Bennett 
said.

Road construction hurts 


business at Bridal Veil

Business at Bridal Veil Falls has 
suffered as construction on U.S. 
Highway 189 continues east, up 
Provo canyon. 

Since construction forced 
Highway 189 to be re-routed July 
3, business at Bridal Veil Falls has 
fallen 50 percent, said owner David 
Grow. 

“With only a dirt road with no 
signs leading to Bridal Veil Falls, 
we lost major business at our 
biggest time of the year, the Fourth 
of July,” Grow said. 

“We knew we would have to take 
some lumps to see this new road go 
in,” Grow said, “but I think we’ve 
had to take some unnecessary ones 
too, like no road signs or paved 
access to Bridal Veil Falls.” 

“For a while there, we were afraid 
the construction was going to kill 
us and we would have to file with 
the state for compensation, but so 
far we haven’t pushed it,” said 
Dean Judd, the general manager of 
Bridal Veil Falls. Judd said he 
believes business has been slow 
because the highway does not pass 
directly by Bridal Veil Falls any- 


more. 

With the construction of the new 
road, Highway 189 has been re- 
routed away from Bridal Veil Falls 
and a dirt road has replaced the old 
one. “People have a difficult time 
finding us, now that we’re out of 
the way,” said Thea Carter, man- 
ager of the Wildflower Gift Shop at 
Bridal Veil Falls. 

Besides the decline in business 
for Bridal Veil Falls, making the 
turnoff to get there can also be dan- 
gerous for motorists who are south- 
bound on Highway 189. 

“Motorists coming down the hill 
usually exceed the speed limit,” 
said highway patrolman Dennis R. 
Shields. “When they see the turnoff 
to Bridal Veil Falls and hit their 
brakes, they stop traffic suddenly, 
and this causes accidents.” 

Shields said he sees about one 
accident a week at Nuns Crossing 
as people try to make the left-hand 
turn to Bridal Veil Falls.

The killings deepened South 
Africa’s political crisis, making it 
unlikely Mandela’s ANC will 
return soon to stalled talks on giy- 
ing blacks the vote and ending 
apartheid. ANC leaders said 
President F.W. de Klerk’s govern- 
ment bore direct responsibility for 
the killings, since they claim the 
government dictates policies in the 
homeland. 

The ANC considers the home- 
lands illegitimate creations of the 
apartheid system ‘and wants them 
reincorporated into South Africa. 

In a sign of growing confronta- 
tion, the governing National Party 
lashed out at the ANC, saying the 
opposition group was trying to 
seize power. 

The National Party called ANC 
leaders “hard-liners hooked on the 
Communist shortcut of trying to 
force the country to its knees and 
seizing power by force.” 

Ciskei troops fired on about 
20,000 ANC supporters who 
marched into the homeland to call 
for Gqozo’s removal. 

The talks collapsed in June after 
39 blacks were massacred in 
Boipatong township. The ANC, the 
largest black opposition group, has 
accused the government of encour- 
aging fighting between black fac- 
tions.

That’s what this spot is reserved for every Wednesday and Thursday. The Daily 
Universe tries to run interesting columns that will spur the student body, as well as the 
staff and administration, to action — or at least to serious thought. 

An entire page, two days a week for the whole semester, dedicated not to news per se, 
but to something as fickle, as whimsical, as an opinion. ; 

And what makes an opinion worthy of so much space in the newspaper, especially 
when news articles get cramped little nitches between the advertisments? The answer is 


potential. 


Potential to make a difference is why opinions merit the space they do. 

Unlike hard news, which fills the rest of the paper, an editorial, a column or a letter to 
the editor tells us how lives are affected. A news article will tell the world the Supreme 
Court ruled that high schools cannot have prayers at their graduation ceremonies; an 
opinion relays the emotions, the feelings behind that decision. 

Opinions are like noses — everybody has one. But not everyone uses them the same. 
Some hide them for fear of what others will think. Others stick them everywhere, with 


little regard for what others may think. 


A letter to the editor may reveal a problem, or a solution, that few people know of. It 
may spark a person to come out of his shell and make a difference in the community. 
And suddenly, news is being made because someone put his opinion to good use. 

Some people go through life never admitting their opinions. Countless letters to the 
editor are received each semester signed “A concerned citizen” or “A student.” While 
these letters are appreciated, in a sense they are useless. A newspaper can only take 
responsibility for those who are willing to take responsibility for themselves. An 
unsigned letter is the equivalent of no opinion. : 

In order for an opinion to count, it has to stand on its own feet, or more specifically, on 
its owner’s feet. Without someone backing his opinion by staking his name and reputa- 


tion on it, an opinion is worthless. 


That is why articles, columns and letters run with names — to give them validity and 
substance. Grades are given in classes only when the student’s name is known; credence 
is given to an opinion only when we know who said it. : 

So take advantage of a natural thing like an opinion and put it to use. Then stand 
behind it and support it. The reaction it evokes may be the necessary stimilus for needed 
change, be it in the world, the neighborhood or here at BYU. Some opinions may enlight- 
en, some may infuriate, but nearly always they evoke action. 


The potential for good is limitless.

Politics not religion 


By implying that all Christians are oblig- 
ated to vote Republican in the coming elec- 
tion, Jess Bushman’s editorial presents a 
myopic view of the current political and 
religious environment. 

Bushman’s sanctimonious plea comes 
just days after a statement issued by the 
National Council of Churches disparaging 
the use of God as a political tool. 

The statement reads in part: “We believe 
it is blasphemy to invoke the infinite and 
holy God to assert the moral superiority of 
one people over another, or one political 
party over another.” 

Acknowledging God’s will in politics is 
one thing, but using God’s name in parti- 
san politics tends to foster intolerance and 
to divide. 

By associating righteousness with voting 
for a particular party we tacitly attribute a 
lesser degree of righteousness to those vot- 
ing for a different party. 

This arrogant attitude contradicts the 
Christian values Bushman claims to 
embrace. 

Additionally, coupling a political agenda 
with the gospel hinders the growth of 
Christianity and specifically the growth of 
the Mormon church. 

Although we tend to dismiss the attacks 
on Mormon missionaries in Latin America 
as deviant behavior, we must recognize 
that our ethnocentrism causes much of the 
conflict. 

Mormons are seen as cultural imperial- 
ists who not only carry a gospel message, 
but also a political ideology. 

When we divorce ourselves from specific 
political ideologies and other culture bag- 
gage we currently carry with the gospel, 
we will be the target of fewer attacks. 
More importantly, we will find more con- 
verts because people will realize they only 
need to accept Christ, not a new political 
orientation or a new culture.

Genealogy 
research 
program set 
to air in ‘93

KBYU-TV is in the developmental 
stages of producing a PBS television 
series about family history and 
genealogy. 

According to KBYU-TV, the 
series, titled “Ancestors,” will be 
“America’s first in-depth look” at the 
importance of researching family his- 
tory. 

KBYU-TV anticipates the one- 
hour special and 13 half-hour 
episodes to air in late 1993. © 

Tori Bahoravitch, assistant produc- 
er of KBYU-TV, said the purpose of 
the series is to motivate people to 
research their family roots and to 
give them the “basic tools to begin 
research.” 

Mel Rogers, KBYU-TY station 
manager, said KBYU-TV is currently 
researching and trying to secure the 
$1.5 million needed for the project. 

Funds are expected to come from 
private corporations and from PBS. 

The BYU Media Committee has 
already contributed $20,000 for 
research purposes, Rogers said. 

KBYU-TV is working-on this: pro- 
ject with the collaboration’ of-Rio, 
Concepts Productions and several 
independent film producers.

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America and Nicaragua 
produce key agreements 


U.S. aid still

WASHINGTON — The State 
Department said Tuesday that 
high-level contacts with the 
Nicaraguan government produced 
progress in several key areas but 
that a suspension on U.S. aid to 
that country remains in effect. 

Spokesman Richard Boucher said 
Nicaraguan officials offered assur- 
ances that they will accelerate pro- 
cedures to permit the return to 
U.S. citizens of properties seized by 
the leftist Sandinista government 
that lost the 1990 elections. 

He said 70 such cases have been 
resolved thus far. 

Slow progress on the property 
question was one of several issues 
that led to a cutoff of $104 million 
in U.S. assistance to Nicaragua 
last June. An aide to Sen. Jesse 
Helms, R-N.C., who had pushed for 
the aid suspension, has written a 
report recommending that the 
assistance not be resumed until all 
properties belonging to U.S. citi- 
zens are returned. 

The U.S. delegation that traveled 
to Managua was led by John 
Maisto, a deputy assistant secre- 
tary of state. The group met with 
President Violeta Chamorro and 
other senior Nicaraguan officials. 

Despite losing the February 1990 
elections, the Sandinistas have 


halted 


retained considerable influence in 
the Nicaraguan government, much 
to the annoyance of many U.S. con- 
servatives. 

The Bush administration had 
been urging steps toward the cre- 
ation of a non-partisan force. 

Boucher expressed satisfaction 
with the recent appointment of a 
new civilian vice minister to be in 
charge of the police, calling it “a 
positive step towards improving 
police performance.” 

The vice minister, Ronald Aviles, 
is a longtime anti-Sandinista 
whose appointment was announced 
as part of a shakeup that included 
the naming of a Sandinista police 
chief, Fernando Caldera. The previ- 
ous police chief also was a 
Sandinista. 

The partnership between Aviles 
and Caldera could be uneasy. 
Aviles claimed he was jailed sever- 
al times by Caldera during the 
1980’s when Caldera served as 
national police commander. 

Another issue of concern to the 
Bush administration has been the 
unresolved murders of former 
members of the U.S.-backed 
Nicaraguan Contras. Boucher said 
the Nicaraguan government offered 
assurances that it, will work closely 
with the Organization of American 
States to investigate these mur- 
ders.

Russia to withdraw from Lithuania;

MOSCOW — Russia agreed Tuesday to with- 
draw all of its troops from Lithuania by next 
summer, more than five decades after the Red 
Army swallowed up the Soviet Union’s Baltic 
neighbors on the eve of World War II. 


Lithuania’s defense minister said 


of Russia’s 20,500 soldiers would start immedi- 
ately and would follow the new timetable. Other 
estimates have placed the number of troops at 


35,000 to 38,000. 


Russian President Boris Yeltsin met with 
President Vytautas Landsbergis of Lithuania in 
the Kremlin on Tuesday. Their defense minis- 
ters initialed the agreement, but the presidents 
did not sign the pact because of minor technical 
flaws, said Yeltsin’s press secretary, Vyacheslav 


Kostikov. 


Landsbergis later told reporters that he and 
Yeltsin probably would sign it next month. The

BAGHDAD, Iraq — A state- 
run newspaper on Tuesday ran 
an appeal urging Iraq open its 
rigid one-party political system, 
in an apparent effort to suggest 
the government of President 
Saddam Hussein permits dissent.

Iraqi intellectuals was printed in 
the state paper Al-Jumhouriya 
and carried by the Iraqi News 
Agency. 

It ran one day after Saddam’s 
son, Udai, called for greater 
democracy in an editorial in his 
Baghdad newspaper, Babel. Both 
pieces seemed calculated to show 
Saddam’s government is not as 
repressive as it is portrayed out- 
side Iraq, but permits citizens to 
speak their minds. 

The apparent public relations 
campaign comes as the Baghdad 
government tries to marshal pub- 
lic backing for its showdown with 
the West over Iraqi attacks on 
Shiite Muslims in southern Iraq. 

In other developments: 

— The head of a U.N. team of 
chemical weapons experts in Iraq 
cited “very good” cooperation by 
Baghdad while testing two Iraqi- 
built plants built to destroy mus- 
tard gas and nerve agents. 
Previous U.N. weapons inspec- 
tion teams were blocked or intim- 
idated.

WASHINGTON — Three New 
York businessmen pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to charges of laundering 
more than $82 million in food 
stamps — the largest food stamp 
fraud case since the program was 
established in 1964, the govern- 
ment said. 

The Agriculture Department said 
the Brooklyn men’s meat company 
laundered food stamps for other 
retailers who had obtained the 
coupons illegally over the past 
decade. In 1990 alone, the firm ille- 
gally redeemed more than $12.8 
million in food stamps, the govern- 
ment said. 

Jeff Rush, USDA deputy assis- 
tant inspector general, said other 
retailers suspected of multimillion- 
dollar food stamp frauds would 
soon face charges. 

We've made it a priority to iden- 
tify stores with low volumes of 
sales activity and very high 
redemptions (of food stamps), and 
we anticipate bringing cases in sev- 
eral states in the next six months,” 
Rush said. 

The Agriculture Department 
expects to spend some $18 billion 
on food stamp benefits this fiscal 
year, which ends Sept. 30. More 
than 25 million people receive food 
stamps. More than 220,000 retail- 
ers accept food stamps from cus- 
tomers and then redeem them at 


banks for cash. 

Tuesday’s case involved officials 
of Norbert Wholesale Meat Corp., 
also known as J&D Meats Inc. 

Company chairman David Garced 
and his brother, company treasurer 
Norbert Garced, pleaded guilty in 
U.S. District Court for the Eastern 
District of New York to felony 
charges of food stamp fraud, the 
department said. 

Their nephew, company president 
Jose Vasquez, pleaded guilty to a 
misdemeanor charge of food stamp 
fraud. 

According to USDA’s inspector 
general, Leon Snead, the Garceds 
obtained USDA authorization to 
participate in the food stamp pro- 
gram for their wholesale meat com- 
pany and a small retail grocery 
store in the 1970s. 

In 1982, USDA withdrew autho- 
rizations for most wholesale firms, 
including J&D Meats, to partici- 
pate in the program. USDA said its 
investigation found that the 
Garceds accepted approximately 
$82.2 million in food stamps from 
retail store owners from 1982 until 
their wholesale store was raided by 
the department’s special agents in 
July 1991. 

The Garceds redeemed the food 
stamps at a bank using the autho- 
rization of their small retail gro- 
cery store, although it had been 
closed as a retail store since the 
mid-1980s, USDA said.

Within the next few months, the owners will have to 
deal with renewed labor unrest, National League 
realignment, and negotiations for a new television 
contract in a very chilly economic climate — all while 
trying to decide who is going to be the game’s next 
commissioner and exactly what his responsibilities 


will be. 


White Sox owner Jerry Reinsdorf, who engineered 
the palace coup, said within hours of Vincent’s resig- 
nation that he had no doubts that all of those issues 
would be addressed in a timely and resourceful fash- 


ion. 


“The executive council will figure out what to do,” 
said Reinsdorf, referring to the 10-member panel of 
league presidents. and owners that has assumed the 
commissioner’s duties for the foreseeable future. 

Vincent’s record in office may not have been all that 
distinguished, yet it fairly glows by comparison with 
what the owners have done (or tried to do) down

Prior to the creation of a commissioner’s office in 
1920, owners routinely tampered with one another’s

The first commissioner was empowered to stop 
owners from damaging the game, their peers and 
themselves with actions motivated entirely by self- 
interest. Into the Major League Agreement came the

The first hint that the immediate post-Vincent peri- 
od will be even more troublesome than his tenure 


occured just last week. At the first face-to-face meet- 


ing of owners intent on forcing the commissioner’s 
resignation, every member of the majority of 18 that 
voted against Vincent cited a different reason for 
wanting to be rid of him. 

Afterward, even Reinsdorf found himself conceding 
that the many and varied complaints could be viewed 
as proof that Vincent tended to look after the best 
interests of the many at the expense of the few. 


Baseball owners unsure of future

— Now that base- 
ball owners have gotten rid of Fay 
Vincent, they have to figure out 
what they want next. 

Baseball’s 10-man executive 
council met by telephone for 15 
minutes Tuesday and didn’t make 
any substantive decisions. The 
group will convene again 
Wednesday, this time in St. Louis, 
at the regular quarterly meeting. 

“It was a very brief call,” said 
Bud Selig of the Milwaukee 
Brewers, a non-voting member of 
the group. This is obviously done 
better in person.” 

Although 18 owners united in 
their opposition to Vincent, forcing 
him to resign Monday, they are 
divided on their goals and inten- 
tions. 

“Tm not on the executive council 
and I don’t know if it will be an 
interim commissioner, but some- 
one will be named tomorrow,” pre- 
dicted Chicago White Sox owner 


Jerry Reinsdorf. 

Other owners said they may 
appoint a caretaker during their 
two days of meetings in St. Louis, 
or they may leave the executive 
council in charge for the time 
being. The Major League 
Agreement states the executive 
council is in charge of baseball in 
the absence of a commissioner. 

“T really don’t know what’s going 
to happen,” Selig said. I don’t 
think anyone does.” 

Among the questions to be 
resolved are: 

e The San Francisco Giants’ pro- 
posed move to St. Petersburg, Fla. 

¢ The appeal by the commission- 
er’s office of a preliminary injunc- 
tion blocking National League 
realignment. 

Various names have been floated 
as possible replacements for 


Vincent, including former 
merican League president Lee 
MacPhail, Player Relations 


Committee president Richard 


Ravitch, former Montreal Expos 
executive John McHale and 
Democratic National Committee 
chairman Ron Brown. 

“If anything, you may see it 
strengthened,” Reinsdorf said. 
“The strongest commissioner in 
sports is David Stern and I suspect 
when baseball gets restructured, it 
will be along the lines of the NBA, 
where everyone reports to the 
commissioner, and the commis- 
sioner reports to the board of 
directors.” 

The executive council has served 
as an advisory body to the commis- 
sioner, not a decision-maker. The 
committe is made up of the league 
presidents and eight owners. 

Owners who supported Vincent 
say they are reluctant to support 
changes to the Major League 
Agreement that would weaken the 
commissioner’s power. Twenty-one 
clubs are needed to elect a com- 
missioner and to change the 
authority of the office.

tarting in the spring o 
Orem’s main thoroughfare will 
have a new look. The Utah 
Department of Transportation, in 
conjunction with Orem City, will 
begin total reconstruction of State 
Street from the southern city lim- 
its to around 1600 North. 

The project will be divided into 
four phases and will include 
upgrading water, sewer and 
storm drain lines and reconstruc- 
tion of sidewalks. 

Phase I, which begins this com- 
ing spring, will include the south- 
ern portion of State Street to 1000 
South. According to Special 
Projects Engineer Ted Thaxton, 
Phase I will also include work on 
1300 South between 200 East and 
800 East. The raised median strip 
in front of the Fred Meyer shop- 
ping area will be removed to form 
a full seven-lane road with three 
lanes in each direction and a cen- 
ter turn lane. The city has also 
asked for left-hand turn signals to 
be added to the intersection at 
1300 South and 200 East. 
Thaxton said he hopes to have 
those installed as part of the 
reconstruction.

Phase I will cost almost $1.4 
million, according to the city engi- 
neer, and will be funded by the 
1992 adopted budget for Orem. 
The entire project will cost Orem 
just under 86 million and will be 
paid on a pay-as-you-go basis 
instead of selling bonds. The city 
hopes to have a continuous run 
between phases. 

Phase II of the project will cover 
1000 South to Orem Center 
Street. The third phase will go 
from Center Street to 1200 North 
while the final phase will follow 
through to 1600 North. 

Thanks to new traffic lights, 
recently-expanded Orem 
Boulevard will provide a viable 
alternative to State Street during 
construction. 

“We’ve wanted to install the 
lights (on Orem Boulevard) for 
some time. We want Orem 
Boulevard to be an alternative 
route to State Street with or with- 
out construction,” Thaxton said. 

Thaxton said other improve- 
ments aside from the State Street 
construction are in the works. 
Synchronizing traffic lights in 
Orem like those on University 
Ave. in Provo is currently on the

Military officers, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said they 
thought the attack was deliberate 
because the gunfire went on for at 
least five minutes. 

Four U.N. peacekeepers in 
Bosnia have been killed and 46 
wounded since June. Also, four 
Italian airmen were killed when 
officials say their relief plane was 
shot down. 

A Serb official said Tuesday that 
Serb militiamen will have their 
heavy guns around Sarajevo under 
U.N. supervision by Thursday. 

U.N. peacekeepers hope that 
monitoring Serb artillery, tanks 
and other heavy arms will reduce 
the fighting that has battered 
Bosnia’s capital and other besieged 
cities for months. 

U.N. officials said it was unlikely 
the airlift would resume soon 
because governments providing 
planes wanted stronger security 
guarantees. 

Momcilo Krajinsik, head of the 
parliament set up by rebellious 
Bosnian Serbs, told The Associated 
Press that the Serbs would beat 
the Saturday deadline for monitor- 
ing of their big guns. 

“We have made sure that our 
heavy artillery positions will be 
ready for U.N. supervision on 
Thursday, two days before the 
deadline,” Krajisnik said in a tele- 
phone interview. 

The Serbs agreed to the plan last 
month but so far have not imple- 
mented it. 

The European Community tight- 
ened its trade boycott against 
Yugoslavia on Tuesday with 
tougher rules on truck traffic 
through its only two remaining 
republics, Serbia and Montenegro. 

The boycott is intended to punish 
Serb-dominated Yugoslavia for 
fomenting violence in Bosnia. At 
least 8,000 people have died since 
the majority Muslims and Croats 
voted Feb. 29 for independence 
over the objection of ethnic Serbs. 

A senior U.N. peacekeeper in 
Sarajevo had expressed hope that 
relief flights could resume to 
Sarajevo on Tuesday, but other 
U.N. and British military officials 
in Zagreb, Croatia, said they knew 
of no such plans.

French Foreign Minister Roland

Cyrus Vance and Lord Owen, co- 
chairmen of an international peace 
conference sponsored by the 
United Nations and European 
Community, set a deadline of noon 
Saturday for the Serbs to concen- 
trate tanks, rocket launchers, field 
guns and large- caliber mortars at 
sites around Sarajevo and three 
other Bosnian cities. 

The Serbs said that since they 
had abandoned the siege of 
Gorazde, they would concentrate 
weapons only around Sarajevo, 
Bihac and Jajce. 

Vance and Owen are due in 
Zagreb, Croatia, on Wednesday on 
a three-day trip that will take 
them to Sarajevo and Belgrade. 

Bosnia’s Health Ministry said 19 
people died in clashes across the 
republic during a 24-hour period 
ending at noon Tuesday, including 
nine dead and 69 wounded in 
Sarajevo.

“We probably doubled our billing for August in the 
last four days,” said Ronna Fink, general sales man- 
ager at WINZ-AM, Miami’s all-news station, which 
seems to broadcast only hurricane-related ads, 
announcements and news. 

The disaster economy in Andrew’s estimated $20 
billion in damage has attracted contractors from such 
places as Ohio, North Carolina, Texas, Georgia, 
Alabama and Kentucky.
